VIVID SKETCHING OF FAMOUS 
STORY AT KINEMA

Going on my own knowledge of 
the books of Charles Dickens, I 
would say that the making of one 
of them into a motion-picture was 
not a question «o much of what 
you put into the production as 
what you left out. My recollec- 
tions of the eminent late novelist’s 
works—and I-assure you that they 
ere mostly recollections now—is 
that they were endlessly long, and 
also rather endlessly interesting. 
The imprint of what I have read 
remains vividly in my memory, and 
this applies especially to “Oliver 
Twist,” which I perused some few 


years ago, 
Yest at the Kinema The- 
ater, I w it on-the screen. I 


had. as it happens, seen it once 
before at a private preview. but I 
found it rather beneficial to look 
at it again—and if there is any- 
thing of consequence left out of 
it, I failed to migs it. There are 
salient points ir the story to be 
sure that are merely sketched, but 
the impress of the whole is tell- 
ingly conveyed to the silversheet, 
and the actual visualization of the 
various characters in the flesh sup- 
plies the illusion originally created 
many of the psychological nu- 
ances which have possibly been 
lost. Altogether, I recommend this 
picture as one worth a person's 
time, for it is far more faithful to 
its subject than such things gener- 
ally are, and is acted to a finish by 
some of its leading characters. 
Of course, the star is Jackie 
Coogan. Not built for the part, 
mayhap, but properly tailored to 
ft none the less. On the stage 
Oliver's are inevitably too young 
or too old. Or elee, more often 
they are girls. But the Oliver that 
Jackie brings to the screen, is 
heartily and wholesouledly béyish, 
and though not the Oliver that 
Dickens might have imagined. is 
the divine child that Jackie 


Coogan is. A being of apparently |! 


immeasureable talent, and strange 
poignant appeal. The father mind 
regards him as a perfect child in- 
telligence, and the mother heart 
yearns for him. 

Realiy, the atmosphere of Lon- 
don which Frank Lioyd as direc- 
tor has created in this picture is 
something to be remembered.

Brockwell and George Siegmann, 
are as nearly perfect as human be- 
ings can be.

Fagin’s back, his straggty hair and 
his enag teeth.
